A House Divided against 
Itself, 

That tho local Cabinot haB within it 
all the essential elements of weakness 
and inevitable disintegration must have 
been long patent to evory observant 
person. Men for tho most part do- 
void of principle, chiefly remarkable for 
lack of ability and for sefish trickery, 
were banded together by the solo bond 
which holds banditti and such like — 
"the spoils of office," as their late 
leader expressed it. It would appear 
to be in accordance with the eternal 
laws of nature that such a combination 
should sooner or later break up from 
internal dissensions; and thero are not 
wanting indications that final disrup- 

i tion is close at hand. It is no secret 
. that at least one of tho Ministers (him 
of "short bits") was strongly opposed 
to the course adopted in reference to 

• the Edgar proposal, that ho was in 
favor of treating with that gentleman, 
believing that arrangements satisfac- 
tory and advantageous to both Main- 
land and Island could have been made 
at that time with tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment. It is believed that there was 
at least another member of tho Cabinet 
who held similar views. Be that as it 
may, it is quite certain that harmony 
and unanimity were not in tho Cab- 
inet. Subsequent events show that 
the divergence of views took the form 
of action. We find tho Minister of 
Finance proceeding to New "Westmin- 
ister and engineering through a deftly 
worded petition intended as a counter- 
poise to the one that Mr. Walkem 
carried to the foot of the Throne, 
which petition was zealously circulated 
and very generally signed throughout 
the Mainland. We are aware that tho 
Minister's connection with that petition 
has been denied by one of the Govern- 
ment organs; but we cannot help 
that. The facts are there, and facts 
are very stubborn things, and, as 
the Scotch have it, "wonna ding." 
Whatever practical effect the appeal 
to the Queen might, under other cir- 
cumstances, bo presumed to have must 
have been completely neutralized by 
' that petition, for.as the Loudon "Em- 
pire" tersely expresses it, the very 
grievance which took Mr. Walkem all 
the way to Dowing-street is represent- 
ed in it as being in tho true interests 
of the Province! It will doubtless be 
remembered how pertinaciously the 
organs (especially the oue published 
in this city) denied that the Mainland 
petition could be regarded as in any 
sense condemnatory of the action of the 
Government in appealing to tho Queen. 
Tho Now Westminister organ, with 
more regard to consistency than truth, 
stoutly denies it still. Tho local or- 
gan denied it with all the adjectives, 
italics and Billingsgate at its command 
up to yesterday morning. There is 
an old saying that "When rogues fall 
out honest men will get their duos." 
The two organs have quarrelled about 
this very matter, and here is the con- 
fession the local one made in its lead- 
ing column, yesterday morning: — 

"W T hilo tlie people of tho Island 
were, at tho sacrifice of their own im- 
mediate interests, standing firmly by 
tho Government in their efforts to se- 
cure equal justice alike to the Main- 
land and tho Island, the Mainlandors 
were not only misrepresenting and 
misconstruing every act and every mo- 
tive of the people of the Island, but 
wero actively conspiring against them 
and employing every means their in- 
genuity could invent to cut Vancou- 
ver Island off altogether from any 
participation whatever in those advan- 
tages to be derived from railway con- 
nection. The Herald admits that it did 
its best for the petition, that is, the New 
Westminster affair, which was inferenti- 
ally, if not pointedly, a protest against the 
action of the Government In appealing to 
the Queen against Mr. Mackenzie's policy 
of repudiation." 

Lot anyone compare these words 
with tho stereotyped assertions of the 
samo journal to tho exact contrary 
during the past few months, and it 
will aid in realizing to what a terrible 
pass matters must have come. But 
this confession wrung from the organ 
has throo false propositions craftily 
mixed up with it: Tho people of the 
Island did not "stand firmly by tho 
Government" in this appeal business. 
By far tho greater part disapproved of 
the courso taken by tho Government. 
The Government wore not actuated 
by a dosiro to "secure equal justice 
alike to the Mainland and tholsland," 
but to avoid a general oloction which 
would endanger their portfolios. Tho 
people of tho Mainland neither mis- 
represented nor^miBConstruod tho fool- 
ish action of the Government, but, 
liko sensible people, objecting to be- 
ing led by solfseuking Ministers into

assuming an attitude of hostility to- 
wards tho Federal Government nei- 
ther justified by circumstances nor 
conducive to the best interests of tho 
country. As for tho assertion that 
"Mainlanders employed evory means 
that ingenuity could invent to cut Van- 
couver Island off altogether from any 
participation whatever in those advan- 
tages to bo derived from railway con- 
nection," thero need be no hesitation 
in characterising it as a vilo slander. 
But what the organ wrongly accuses "Math- 
landers" of doing in this respect, its own 
masters have done* it is to bo feared, but too 
effectually! Tho organ admits that had a 
different course been taken "there is 
every probability that the railway be- 
tween Esquimalt and Nanaimo would 
ore this have been under contract for 
construction." Whoso fault is it that 
work is not now going on between 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo? There can 
be but one answer. As Mr. Dewdney 
very truly said in his published letter, 
if the Government had done their duty 
and negotiated instead of riming away 
to Downing street, arrengements 
might have been made which, while 
highly satisfactory to tho Mainland, 
would have onabled railway construc- 
tion on the Island to have been pro- 
ceeded with during the present year. 
Instead of that, however, Ministers, 
from the most selfish motives, and un- 
der the hyprotical pretense of looking 
out for the interests ' of the Mainland 
have sacrificed (the interests of one 
section without in any way benefitting 
the other, but rather tho reverse. And 
now the organ whines piteously be- 
cause the Mainland shows no grati- 
tude for the sacrifice. The Mainland 
desirod not sacrifice, but fair play; 
and, well understanding the .selfish 
hypocrisy of the pretension that the 
sacrifice was made in their interests, 
Mainlanders can hardly bo expected 
to bestow gratitudo for what could on- 
ly excite disgust and merit contempt.

To the Public:— On Sunday evening 
last, at 22 minutes to 9 o'clock, I was on 
the point of entoring the Police Barracks 
when I met Inspector Bowden at tho door. 
Ho accused mo of being drunk. I asked, 
" Do you say that ?" '-Yes," ho replied, 
" I do." " Well," said I, "You are mis- 
taken." I passed up stairs to the barrack 
room and laid down onj.uy hed, intending 
to sleep until tho time arrived for me to 
go on duty. Presently Sorgt. Bloomtiold, 
who, I afterwards heard, was sent by 
Bowden, came up and spoke to mo. 1 
auswerod him respectfully and ho went 
hack to Bowden and reported that I was 
sober. Bowden thou cunio up and asked 
mo why I did not speak to him civilly 
while at tho door. I told him that it was 
because ho had spoken to mo as if I wero 
a dog. On Monday ho preferred charges 
and suspondod mo. On Tuesday I was 
tried before tho Mayor and Mr. Elliott. I 
callod special officer Black and four other 
witnesses, all of respectability, who prov- 
ed that I was sober, and Sergt. Bloom- 
field, tho only witness called for tho pros- 
ecution except Bowden, testified to tho 
samo effect. I offered to bring seven 
other witnesses; but tho Court said it 
vould bo unnecessary. Yesterday, to ray 
great surpriro, I received, tho following 
communication removing mo from tho 
force: 

Victoria, B.C., Sept. 23, 1871. 

Sib: — I am directed by His Worship 
tho Mayor to inform you tlmt, after hav- 
ing considered all tho evidence produced 
in your caso, he can arrive only at one 
conclusion, namely, that the charge pre 
ferred against you by Inspector Bowden 
is provon, and ho must in consequence 
sustain the Inspector in tho action taken 
by him. Tho Mayor desires mo to ex- 
press his regret at this, as you have been 
so long iu tho Police Force, but in tho 
face of a previous charge against .you] he 
is unable to do otherwise. 

Tho Police Forco would become a use- 
less body if proper discipline woro not 
maintained. 

I have tho honor to be, Sir, your obedi- 
ent servant, William Leigh, C.P.C. 

To Mr. William Clarke, &o. 

Thus it will bo seen that after a servico 
of two yoars and nine months in this city, 
and nearly nine years in Australia and 
California, I am removed on tho unsup- 
ported testimony of one witness, against 
whoso word I brought five good men and 
true; and I ask if such is to be tho " Jus- 
tice " meted out to members of tho Police 
Force, what encouragement will thero be 
for them to do their duty? I protest 
against the whole proceeding and demand 
to know why Inspector Bowden's word 
is considered of so great value that it can 
bear down the testimony of any number 
of respectable witnesses. I demand, and 
shall huve, a fair British trial, and if 
proved guilty I am willing to suffer; but 
I will not tamely submit to this wicked 
attempt to injure my character.

$160,000 in Gold Dust! 

ONE HUNDRED and SEVENTY-FIVE 
TASSENGERS. 



The steamship California, Cant. Hayes, 
arrived from Sitka and W ran gel last eve- 
ning, bringing 175 passengers and S100,- 
000 in gold dust. Heavy toga prevailed 
on the inside passage and Capt. Hayes 
deemed it advisable to come outside, 
which lengthened the trip and caused a 
slight scarcity of provisions. The news 
)h very conflicting from Deloire. Tho 
latest accounts say tliat the minors were 
arriving at Deaso Creek discouraged; but 
it is conceded that Shop. Young & Co. 
atrnck a crevice and took out about 1UU 
ounces. 

Amongst tho arrivals are Chief Justice 
Begbie, Registrar Pooley, T. L. Brigga, 
•Capt. Insley, Capt. O. Parsons, J. Fan- 
nin, Wm. Lyons, J. Wright, W. Moore, 
<J. Robinson, A. Martin, H. Griffin, T. 
Harris, A. J. Knott and G. Prior. 

Mr. Briggs brings §20,000 in dust, Mr. 
Lyons has $4000, and Mr. Moore nearly 
$10,000. 

Tho Chief Justice found no criminal 
cases uwaiting his disposal. 

Six '•broken" miners were brought 
down without charge by the California. 
Tho accounts, which aro conflicting, are 
on tho wholo good. Campbell's cattle 
train had got through, but beef was un- 
saleable at 10 cents. Packing had fallen 
to 10 cents. Nothing had been heard of 
Lyle's party of trail-maker i from Obser- 
vatory Inlet. 

Purser Vanderbilt informs us that a 
squad of U. S. soldiers came down to 
Fort Wraugel from Sitka and there ar- 
rosted Messrs. Cutter, Wilson, Waters 
and Curry, whose places were seized last 
trip and all the liquor destroyed and tho 
men nre now sent to Sitka for liquor soil- 
ing. At Sitka Sam Goldstein was also 
arrested and his place seized for tho same 
reason. Goldstein's clerk and 2 or 3 mi- 
ners had started from Wrangol for Sitka 
in a canoe, and up to the departure of tho 
■California had not boon heard from. They 
iheii being out 23 days and the weather 
being very stormy they have probably 
laid up somewhere. 

It is reported that arrangements have 
been made for the pack trains to lay up 
at Fort Wrangel for tho winter. 

Some gold has been received from Do- 
loiro River and is said to be worth $18 
per ounce. 

Our excellent correspondents at the dig- 
gings, on the liver and at Wrangel, have 
sent us valuable information to bo found 
below : 

"BON'S" DISPATCHES. 

Disa.be Creek, Aug. 31st. 
Sylvester leaves here this morning with 
tho down express and about 810,000 in 
dust. Also, Bill Moore with about 400 
ounces, which lie has taken out of his 
olairn the lust four weeks. The mining 
season hero is nearly at an end. About 
75 men will winter here. 

Glenora ville, Sept. 4th. 
The Court is now in session, and tho 
principal business before it is the smug- 
gling cases, and some Indian liquor cases 
to bo tried before Judge Sullivan. Chief 
Justice Begbie leaves hero this morning 
«n route to Victoria. 

Glenoiuville, Sept. Cth. 
Small fines were imposed in the cases 
of Lear anil Martin. Stevers' case being 
of a more serious naturo will have to bo 
gent to Victoria. 

Dease Creek, Sept. 1st. 
Numbers aro leaving hero every day 
fer the DeLoiro. Several parties have 
como from there with various amounts of 
dust. The chief excitement appears to be 
in a canon there, where tho bed-rock is 
almost bare, and where $20 ft ( ] n y to the 
hand with rockers ii made. Tho country 
is roported to have a much milder cli- 
mate than Lease Crook; about 250 men 
have left for that section ; but owing to 
tho lateness of tho season it is expected 
tioy will all bo coming back in two or 
threo weeks. At present there are only 
about 300 men remaining here, and as 
thoro is n marked change in the weather, 
it is supposed there will bo a gonoral 
stampedo for bo'ow after tho 25th of Sept. 
The "cattle train" has brought beef down 
to 25 cts. per lb.; flour $35 per 100 lb., 
and everything else in proportion. Judge 
Begbie remained hero four days with 
"nothing to do," and loaves to-day for be- 
low. 

Wkanoel, Sopt. 1st. 
Steamer Hope arrived hero to day in a 
•disabled condition, having broken a cy- 
linder head at Shakesvillo on tho down 
trip. The steamer Glenora takes her placo 
until tho close of the season. 

Wranokl, Sept. 5th. 



Wkanoel, Sept. 12th. 
Steamer California arrived this morn- 
ing. About 150 men waiting to go below 
— faro raised to Nanaimo to $30, cabin; 
820 steerage. Owing to tho non-arrival of 
tho Otter a rumor is current to-day that 
a combination has been formed between 
the two steamers. The icinors say thoy 
will go below in canoos, if such is the 
case. 

GREAT NUOOET. 

Dease Creek, Sopt. 4th. 
A nugget of puro gold weighing 46 oz. 
was taken out of Waldron Jc Lyon's Claim 
to-day. 

Dease Creek, Sopt. Cth. 
A great many niou have returned from 
Deloire within the last few days, and tho 
news from there is not of an encouraging 
naturo; no now prospects outsido of Ni- 
gen Crook and tho Canyon. Cold rains 
have sot in with frosty nights; everything 
indicates the near approach of winter. 
Men are loaviug for below very fast. 

RUSH BACK FROM THE DELOIRE — NEWS DIS- 
COURAGING. 

Dease Creek, Sept. 9th. 
Tho rush back from tho Delioro still 
continues. Only about 30 minors remain- 
ed thoro at last accounts. Tho party un- 
der James Hatina, who wont to MoCol- 
lough's Bar, (betweon 400 and 500 miles 
from here) have returned. Mr. Hanna 
says it took them 5 weeks of steady tra- 
velling to roach there from tlio time they 
loft hero. They found ono or two rich 
spots on the ba"r where Mr. Collough had 
worked; but could scarcely make grub 
for tho season, and were compelled to 
abandon it. 

Dease Creek, Sept. 10th. 
It has been snowing and ruining alter- 
nately, for the past two days; many wing- 
dams aro in danger of being carried away 
Tho best claims, on the creek (outside of 
Moore's) are offered for salo at $500. 
Mining operations are nearly over lor tho 
season, and miners are leaving for below 
by tho dozen. 

Wranqel, Sept. 13th. 
Steamer Glenora, with GO tons freight, 
and 20 passengers, left this morning for 
tho Landing. She will make one moro 
trip, aftortho arrival of the Otter, boforo 
leaving for Victoria. Steamer Hope is 
hauled up into winter quarters. 

Dease Creek, Sept. 12th. 
Still snowing, but molting as fast as it 
falls. Tho water in tho Creek is running 
over tho heads of several dams, and if it 
continues this way for 72 hours longer 
all will bo washed out. Miners still 
coming in from tho Deloire, and Thibert 
Crook, and leaving for below, after a few 
hours' stay here. 

Wrangel, Sept. 14th. 
Steamer Glenora grounded on a bur 20 
miles below tho H. B. Post this morning. 
She discharged half her freight on the 
river-bank and got off without damnge. 
It is feared she will havo considerable 
difficulty in reaching the Landing this 
time owing to tho low stage of tho water. 

FORH WEANGEL RE-OCCUPIED BY 0. S. 
TROOPS. 

Wrangel, Sept. 17th. 
Six p. m. — Steamer California just ar- 
rived from Sitka with a detatchuient of 
II. S. troops, to be permanently stationed 
here. Lively times expected. 

Wrangel, Sept. 18th. 

The soldiers took possession of Mr. 
Pioht's saloon by order of "King Lear." 

Purser Vanderbilt is now taking all 
who want to go, money or not. About 
140 passengers. 

Wrangel. Sept. 18th. 
Tho Military nre now making several 
arrests. No teiling when this thing will 
stop, the place is under martial law. 
Anchor up, steamer away. 



Arrived, steamer Glenora, Capt. Irving, 
2 days from tho Landing, with 00 pas- 
songors, Barnard's messenger, and nbonl 
850,000 in gold duRt, outside of what the 
passongcrs had. The steamer had a nar- 
row escape from becoming a total loss 
this trip. Twenty miles below Ihe Land- 
ing, she r.m on a shallow bar, and re- 
mained thoro in a precarious position 12 
hours boforo she could bo got off, 

Dease Creek, Sept. 2nd. 
Lew Campbell arrived here to-day from 
Quosnolinouth, with 150 head of hoof 
stock, and somo mules. Forty mon leave 
hero to-day for Wraugel to catch the 
■ teamor for bolow. 



Encourngiug News. 

Glenora Landino, Aug. 29. 

Capt. Irving and J. Donelly arrived 
here to-day from Deaso creek, having 
left there on the 27th inst. Thoy report 
that roliablo information had Iwen receiv- 
ed from Doloiro creek of good paying 
diggings. Bluo-nosod Smith and a part- 
ner of his had arrived on Deaso creek tho 
day previous to their leaving for provi- 
sions, having in their possession $500, 
which a company of nine men took out in 
three days' washing after turning tlio 
creek. Sevorul other companies are do- 
ing almost as well. Thero are estimated 
to be about 150 men already on tho De- 
loire and a great many others arc prepar- 
ing to go. There aro very few idle men 
now seen on Deaso; everyone seems to bo 
omployod. 

The Government overland party with 
cattle arrived on Deaso creek in charge 
of Mr. Humphreys just two weeks bo- 
hind Folkor's band. Provisions are plen- 
tiful and high. 

Mr. McKay, of tho H. B. Co., started 
ofl'a large stock of goods this a.m. to moot 
the rush. 

The steamer Hope has broken down, 
having blown of ono off ono of her cyl- 
inder-heads and broken apiston-rod winch 
will lay her up for the season. Captain 
Irving has taken command of the Glen- 
ora, and will run her for the rest of the 
season. 

Sopt. 2nd.— Messrs T. Briggs and J. 
Wright arrived hero to-day from Dease 
Creek, and have in their possession on 
tho way down 150 pounds of dust. 

Mr. Sylvester, tho expressman, is also 
on tho way down with 00 pounds weight 
of dust. 

Mr McKay, of tlio II. B. Co., has also 
started a boooiuI pack train of Indians 
this morning, for Doloiro. 

The rack animals aro going to be work- 
ed to tho last moment, and then bo aban- 
doned to dio, as there is no feed for the 
winter. It will be impossible to get them 
out. 

Tho bargo Fly away, Captain Carpen- 
ter, is making regular trips between hero 
and Telegraph crook and having superior 
accommodations for passengers, monopo- 
lizes much of tho traffic-,

Correspondence. 

Port Wrangel, Sept. 14th. 

Had I sent the above letter by the ovor-. 
land trail and down tho valley of tho Era- 
ser, it might havo reached you in time to 
bo of somo interest to your readers. As 
it is, tho little news it contains, will I fear 
bo very stale boforo you receive it. For 
after traveling at a break-neck pace up to 
this point, in order to connect with tho 
Ottor, hero I have boon stuck for tho last 
ton days, and no Ottor yet. 

The California arrived yesterday, and 
left to-day for Sitka, to bo back tho Lord 
only knows when. By tho Colonist wo 
learn that tho Ottor has deferred her de- 
parture till the last of tho month. 

It's a great pity that tho ontorprising(?) 
companies which really appoar to take so 
much interest in tho accommodation of 
tho traveling public betweon Victoria and 
Wrangel could not bo induced to enlist 
into their service a couple more snails in 
tho shape of steamers to meet tho demands 
of tho fall trade. Or failing in this, to 
regulato tho running time of tho two they 
liavo got, so that tho unfortunato miner 
may bo ablo to compute within a week of 
the time of their arrival and departure. 
Of course wo have no right to speak— no 
right to criticise the accommodations fur- 
nished us; and if wo leave tho mines with 
just enough to carry us comfortably to 
Victoria, and bo compelled to lav ovor at 
Wrangel, waiting for a steamer, until we 
fritter away our littlo mite for grub, we 
have no right to retaliate if the gentle 
manly agent of tho enterprising steam- 
boat companies kicks us ashore because 
wo can't pay our fare. Ah! It's a nice 
thing to bo a Cassiar miner! It's a nice 
thing to besinohed all summer with grub 
at a dollar a pound, and then be left at 
the mercy of steamboat companies in one 
of tho foulest, filthiest pest holes on the 
coast, l'es, it is a pleasant thing to be a 
miner. 

Several canoes filled with minors have 
arrived from the upper Stickeen, bringing 
much later news than is contained in my 
first letter, which 1 now give you in brief. 
A nugget weighing -40 1 i was picked up in 
the Lyons claim, Deaso creek. The piece 
was on exhibition at tho Adolphi saloon. 

L. Campbell with a band of 170 cattlo 
had arrived by tho overland trail. A 
train of pack animals had also arrived. 
Packing was down to ten cents, and very 
little freight offering. 

Beof had been offered for ten cents on 
Dease creek. 

The news from tho Doloiro is very con- 
tradictory. Nothing however had been 
found on MoDane crook, outside of that 
already reported. 

The Hope is laid up disabled at Wran- 
gel, and the Glenora is taking her place. 

About one hundred thousand dollars in 
dust in private hands is hero waiting ship- 
ment for Victoria. Ono pev cent, is 
charged for dust deposited in tho steam- 
er's safe.

Editor Coi.o.niht. — Observing in the 
Standard an account of a public meeting 
held hero approving of the policy of our 
Government, and a speech by our jump- 
ing representative in justification thereof, 
I beg a short space in your independent 
journal to make a fow remarks on what 
I observed on that occasion. 

The whole affair was got up, cut and 
dry, by the local Dogberrys, and our 
Peeler, the creatures of the doctor's own 
creation, in fact. The speech he delivered 
himself of was no more like that publish- 
ed in tho organ than I to Hercules, even 
with tho help of his prompter who hold up 
his hands duriug his delivery. There 
were a number of people about at the 
time wailing for tho mail. Some went 
out of curiosity to hoar what the babbler 
would say ; somo of tho moro respectable 
did not leave their seats.

and no one seeking cither ; and it is more 
than likely from tire wicked course of our 
(j ovornmout towards the Canadian Pre- 
mier that thero will bo no railway at all on 
this Island. The electors of Comox, will 
in future have to seek a representative 
having an interest in Quocn Charlotte or 
Cassiar, those from Victoria seeming to 
ignore the X >rth altogether. It is true 
we have had a surfeit of public works, but 
little they will put iii the farmers pock- 
ets, tho contractors take one of their own 
cattle and peddle I he surplus so that no 
oilier has a ohance of disposing a 
pound of produce to our local road-ma- 
kers. When tho old coruption Govern- 
ment made our roads, lhoy did a vast 
amount of labour while under boss Haz- 
ard, and bought tlioir supplies from 
everyone without distinction. Now our 
local road : mon get a going at some drain 
or bridge and make a job of it. Ho much 
for local contractors helping tlio farmers. 
Instead of helping they hinder them by 
depriving them of the little local help 
that is to lie got at the very time it is 
needed at haying and harvest, 

The ballot-box will best show hern, and 
no doubt in other places, also, how tho 
farmers appreciate the action of our Gov- 
ernment in wasting the revenue of the 
country in creating unnecessary offices, 
paying worso. than useloss delegates to 
carry hopoless complaints to England, and 
availing themselves of their .situations to 
grab coveted lots of land, iron and coal 
mines, vole for the highest pay to them- 
selves and loavo tho country undone. 

Wishing you success for your indepen- 
dent political courso, which in Lite end I 
hopo will result to your own advantage 
and tho approval of all honest monj

New York, Sept. 22 — A comparison 
of business of the Pacific Mail Co., 
from January tlio 1st to Sept. 22nd, 
187-1, with the same period in 1873, 
shows an increase of receipts for pass- 
engers and freight over last year of 
$529,615. From April Gth, to Sopt. 
22nd there has been received at this 
point from the Company's steamers 
117,211 packages, making 3,675 tons 
of tea, and 1,401 packages making 80 
tons of silk. 

Chicago, Sopt. 22.— The statement 
that Spain contemplates the session of 
its territory in the West Indies to Ger- 
many, has been recently semi-officially 
denied. 

The Washington "Chronicle" had 
the following in reference tc what 
looks now as a probablo event: "Spain 
may cede some of her possessions to 
Germany, which by right should como 
into the hands of the United States.

Europe. 

Paris, Sept. 22.— The Fronch pa- 
pers publish St. Poterburg advices 
concerning reports of Bismarck's over- 
tures to King Christian of Denmark 
looking to tho incorporation of that 
country in tho German Confederation. 
The correspondent says Russia is 
greatly irritated, and will never per- 
mit Germany to hold the key to the 
Baltic Sea. Some paper says the op- 
position of Russia to the Gorman poli- 
cy in Spain is due to this cause. 

Berlin, Sept. 22— The "National 
Gazette" says that whilo the expul- 
sion of the Danes from Schleswig was 
legal, it waf only adopted in a few iso- 
lated cases. The relations between 
Germany and Denmark are friendly. 

London, Sept. 22. — The Newcastle 
Chamber of Commerce lias adopted re- 
solutions condemning the Canadian 
Reciprocity treaty as prejudicial to 
British industry. 

London, Sept. 22.— Mr. Holland. 
Conservative, is returned to Purlin 
ment from Midhurst. 

Arnold, proprietor of tho London 
"Echo," will contest Northampton in 
the Liberal contest. 

Paris, Sept. 22.— Elections to fill 
the vacancies in the National Assem- 
bly have been ordered for October the 
18th. The excitement over Ihe ap- 
proaching elections for Council-Gen- 
eral, in Corsica, causes much disorder. 
The authorities havo been obliged to 
intervene to prevent a collision be- 
tween the supporters of Prince Na- 
poleon and M. Pietre, Opposition Bo- 
napartists candidates. 

Lord Duffer iii's Views- 

In replying to the toast of his 
health, at the Toronto Club dinner, the 
other day, Lord Dufferin.iu a singularly 
felicitious way gave a sort of epitome 
of his observations during the very ex- 
tended tour which had just been com- 
pleted. If is always interesting and 
often useful to know the views of one 
possessing the Rccute observation and 
ripe judgment universally attributed 
to Lord Dufferin; and we shall there- 
fore offer a short extract: — 

"Never had the head of any Gov- 
ernment passed through a land so re- 
plete with contentment in the present, 
so pregnant with promise in the fu- 
ture. Everywhere, he went on to say, 
after a glowing description of somo of 
tho scenes through which ho had 
passed, "havo I learnt that the people are 
satisfied with their own individual pros- 
pects, and with the prospects of their 
oonntry — satisfied with their Government 
and with the institutions under which 
they prosper — satisfied to bo the subjects 
of the Queen— satisliod to bo members of 
the British Empire." 

He went on to say that ho had enjoyed 
the opportunity of witnessing "tho con- 
federated commonwealth throb with a 
consciousness of its nationalized exist- 
ence," and he told his hearers, "Wo are 
(in essentially democratic people."
